1 . Claims 1 5-28 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claims 15 and 22 the most relevant prior art of record such as 
Gilbert (6,01 6,31 1 ) disclose a method and an apparatus for allocating time slots in a 
TDD communication system, in which information is transmitted and received in 
predetermined frames each frame having a predetermined number of time slots, 
wherein first and second types of time slots selected from receiving and transmitting 
type time slots are allocated, the first time slot of each frame being allocated as the first 
type of time slot, and the second time slot of each frame is allocated as the second 
type of time slot, including allowing time slots to be flexibly and adaptively used for 
either an uplink or downlink transmissions based on bandwidth needs of a particular 
link. 

Gilbert fails to teach or fairly suggest, with respect to claims 15 and 22 , the 



method and apparatus for allocating time slots in a TDD communication system and 
include the steps and means of determining, based on an amount of information to be 
transferred, whether at least one time slot following the second time slot of the current 
frame should be allocated as the first type of time slot, and if so, always allocating the 
last time slot of the current frame as the first type of time slot, whereby the last time slot 
of the current frame and the first time slot of a succeeding frame are the same type of 
time slots, and allocating time slots following the second time slot of the current frame 
as additional receiving or transmitting time slots dependent on an amount of 
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information to be transmitted and/or received, wherein if additional time slot(s) are 
allocated for the second type of time slot, always allocating at least the third time slot of 
the current frame as an additional second type time slot. Neither Gilbert nor any of the 
prior art of record teach such a method and apparatus with the advantage of reducing 
the amount of switching between transmitting and receiving modes, as pointed out by 
Applicant in the remarks filed with the response of June 6, 2002. 

Claims 16-21 and 23-28 are allowable based on their respective dependencies 
on claims 15 and 22. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Akutsu (5,930,246) discloses a bi-directional communication 
system in which a number of transmitting time slots and a number of a receiving time 
slots are alternatively set for increasing communication capacity per unit time. 
Pudney et al. 95,200,956) discloses a system for data communication over a TDD 
frequency channel. 

Hamalainen et al. (6,240,079) discloses a data transmission method in a TDMA 
communication system with dynamic channel assignment based on varying bandwidth 
requirements and service level. 
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Albrow et al. (6,061,340) discloses a method for assigning different number of time 

slots for communications between a base station and a subscriber unit based on the 
type of messages. 

Kobayashi et al. (5,719,859) discloses a TDMA communication system in which time 
slots are assigned dynamically based on necessity.
